In filet, when Mrs, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt visited Dayton recently, 
-she did not visit the farm. 
At present, the government has 
s n -pended activities, and the whole 
ambitions project has been aban­ 
doned. In Dayton, few expect It to 
be revived. A weed covered wilder­ 
ness, populated by a few stray goats, 
more pathetic than any deserted 
village that Goldsmith ever imag­ 
ined, remains as a reminder of a
